TH E FEKLtKU IK WASHINGTON. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 8th.—T he news 
of the forcible attem pt to eject the Chinese 
from Seattle was received here this m orn­ 
ing. 
T he Secretary of W ar and the Presi­ 
dent held a consultation about the m atter 
this afternoon, but n othing could be learned 
o f the result of th eir deliberations. 
No 
troops have been ordered to-night to the 
scene of th e alleged disturbance. 
T he 
m em bers of th e California delegation in 
the H ouse regret that any attem pt to forci­ 
bly expel the Chinese from A m erican terri­ 
tory should have been m ade. 
T he entire 
delegation is now w orking harm oniously to 
secure th e passage of M orrow 's bill to fur­ 
th er am end the R estriction Act, and they 
fear th at any organized etfort to drive the 
Chim ttncn by force out of the country will 
cause a revulsion o f sentim ent, at least, 
th at m ay dam age the present bright pros­ 
pects for am ending the laws. T h e Presi­ 
dent, in conversation w ith Mr. M orrow, 
Mr. L outtit and other m em bers of the dele­ 
gation, w hile expressing his sym pathy 
w ith the desire of the residents o f tiie Pa­ 
cific coast to prohibit Chinese im m igration 
by peaceable m eans, has strongly opposed 
any attem pt to dislodge the M ongolians by 
the exercise ot lawless m ethods. 
W hen 
the m iners of W yom ing attacked the C hi­ 
nese cam p, the President expressed his dis­ 
approval of the proceedings in strong term s, 
and intim ated th at th e passage o f a hill to 
am end «the Restriction Act would not be 
helped by the presentation of a claim for 
dam ages to citizens of China by tiie repre­ 
sentatives o f th e Im perial G overnm ent. 
U nder the existing treaty stipulation, Mr. 
Cleveland feels bound to extend the pro­ 
tection of the G overnm ent to the Chinese 
who m ay be assaulted by A m erican citi­ 
zens, and should the present trouble at 
Seattle develop in to an ything resem bling a 
riot, I nited States troops will be ordered to 
protect the Chinese. 
M em bers of th e dele­ 
gation from California hope there will be 
no disturbance on account of the Chinese 
until the legislative m easure now pending 
before Congress can be acted upon.

It is knowit that 
a change of sentiment at the East is tak­ 
ing place, and that the voice of tins people 
is being heeded in quarters where, hereto­ 
fore, a deaf ear was turned to it. After all 
these years of waiting this people cannot 
afford, by hasty and violent action, to 
wreck their interests. The very worst 
thing that happens, or can happen to the 
anti-Chinese cause, is violence toward Chi­ 
nese residents, who are here as sacredly 
under the protection of the law as is the 
citizen hiiñself. The one thing for every 
man in every community to do now is to 
exert his utmost personal influence to re­ 
press all expression and action that in the 
slightest degree tend to inflame men, or 
incite them to riotous proceedings. A few 
more Seattle eases, and the cause of the 
workingman against the Chinese will be 
hopelessly prostrated. The laboring and 
business men of Sacramento, setting an 
example to other communities, have em­ 
phatically declared in mass meetings that 
they are opposed to all manner of violence, 
and will not tolerate any invasion of the 
law. We believe they will stand true to 
these declarations, and that they sprang 
from their sincere conviction that the in­ 
terests of the labor in this country, so 
menaced by the Chinese evil, cannot he 
otherwise tiian seriously injured by violent 
demonstrations.

VIOLENCE AND MOB LAW. 
Our dispatches this morning give details 
of troublous times in three distinct quar­ 
to's. In London, as we write, a riot is pro­ 
gressing, having its birth in the studied 
eilbit of socialists to move to frenzv the 
unemployed of that vast human hive. 
Sufficient is not now known of the imme­ 
diate cause of th,* riot to speak of it as it 
deserves. It suffices now to sav that while 
it is evident it is very largely promoted lo­ 
men who are in real want, and are sincere 
in their desire for wage-paving labor it is 
certain that, as in all such cases, the vi­ 
cious element has seized upon the oppor­ 
tunity to swell the surging crowds in the 
streets of London. The labor element in 
England is indeed to be commiserated if it 
is given over to the leadership of the com­ 
munists and socialists. 
In our country ialmr is iiecoming so well 
organized that it is not in the danger from 
such influences ;ls menaced it even two 
years ago. The workingmen of the I’nited 
States have shown their capacity to treat 
the questions most immediately affecting 
their interests in a calm and philosophical 
manner, within the law, through the me­ 
dium of organizations, that thus far have 
prevented disorder and conserved the in­ 
terests of labor. Herein lies the distinc­ 
tion between workingmen in a free gov­ 
ernment, where there is no ruled or ruling 
ccivs, and those in the monarchies, where 
the workingman in distress assaults first 
the government over him, and which does 
not derive its power from the consent of 
the governed. ín this Republic the citi­ 
zen wage-winner gives his attention to 
remedies, involving questions of political 
e; ononiy, and so far as he antagonizes the 
law, rarely does so except |>eaceably, and to 
secure its modification, since lie is himself 
at once the lawmaker and the subject of 
the law. 
But there are exceptions, even with us, 
as in the case of the Pennsylvania coke 
strikes, yesterday, where violence was 
resorted to, and Ls resulting, as it always 
must, in injury to the very interests that 
invoke it. On onr own coast at Seattle a 
suicidal police of violence against Chi­ 
nese has 
liecn 
renewed, and . the 
people, arrayed against the people, have 
shed blood in defense of the laws made by 
the sovereign people—an act in itself one 
of the most -ignal evidences of thestrength 
of the American system. The militiamen 
who '■hot into the ranks of the Seattle 
moh were volunteers from the citizenship 
of the place, not the hired troopers of a 
governing power. The moh that rendered 
the resort to arms necessary, was itself 
from the people that created the very law 
that fortified the guardsmen in their 
action. The forcible removal of tin* Chi­ 
nese of Seattle was in violation of the laws 
ot the land, rhe citizen whose own prop­ 
erty and ¡«wm is dependent upon the 
supremacy of his own sovereignty as ¡>er- 
3onified in llie law. made by his own direc­ 
tion. cannot for a moment approve resist­ 
ance to it. 
le t, while we condemn and 
deplore the violence to which the people 
of Senile have 1 eon moved, it is impos­ 
sible to ignore the fact, that underlying it 
and prompting it, is a deep, widespread and 
wholly justified sentiment, that the con- 
fhet between the Chinese and the white 
ware -winners on this coast, is, if not irre­ 
pressible, at least of such force and vitality 
that it w,II, and should make itself mani­ 
fest in the law - of the land, so as to secure 
the remedy so much needed. 
Either 
this, or continued acts of violence and 
law-breaking. 
But this 
latter 
we 
cannot believe will prevail. It must lie 
that the sentiment which moved the ¡ico- 
pie of Seattle to such unwise and wholly 
i ¡excusable action will rolie itself legiti­ 
mately, an,I accomplish its ends ¡>ea,‘e- 
a My. There i- danger in the present, and 
he is Win 1 iuceel who fails to see it—dan­ 
ger of hot counsels prevailing, and of pas­ 
sion supplanting rea- n. The situation is 
by no means so had as the laboring people 
ire being led to believe. A very consider­ 
able cheek has been f ut upon Chinese im­ 
migration, and though tiie restriction law 
has been evaded, an 1 sadly ill-used, it re- 
mairs that the national Legislature did 
] ass such a law in res; on e to our just pe- 
t.ti* n-, and that it manifest.' its present in- 


\ \ h e n so potent an exponent of public 
opinion as the New \o rk Tribune calls a 
halt to the sentiment at the East that rails 
at California for refusal to embrace the 
< hiñese and lower themselves to the level 
ot their civilization, there is hope for the 
enlightenment of our Eastern friends upon 
tiiis suoject of Chinese immigration. The 
Tribune sees clearly that there must lie 
something iu a cause worthy of respectful 
consideration, which enlists a million and 
a half of people in its support. It certainly 
is a matter over which we may felicitate 
ourselves that such a powerful pul)li(. 
agency as the great New Aork journal re 
ferred to, comes forward with a demand 
that the Caneassian side of the stors lie 
heard, and that our just requisitions be 
complied with. 


A HOWLING MOB 


T h e Turk, say to-day’s dispatches, lias 
deliberately insulted Greece by a search of 
her ships in the Bosphorus. If, now, thi. 
does not re-awaken Grecian patriotism, 
we may assume that the Hellenic State 
has -link so low in years of semi-slavery 
to the Powers, it never again will reassert 
itself. But this cannot he. Something of 
the old tiie and -pint oi Greece remains, 
it will kindle sparks to flame, and flame 
to a conflagration in which the last vestige 
of wrong and outrage by the Turk will be 
consumed. 


ÍH F. \ irginia repudiationists have re­ 
ceived a final cheek. They refused the 
coupons of the bonds of 1.S71 in payment 
of State taxes.

IN POSSESSION OF TIIE STREETS 
OF LONDON. 


Enraged M asses of Starving W ork­ 
m en—The Police Brushed 
Aside Like Flies. 


¡SPECIAL BY TELEGKAfH TO THE KECORD-l'NION.] 


London, February 8th.—The starving 
mechanics of London to-day held a mass 
meeting in Trafalgar Square around the 
Nelson Monument, and it resulted in a 
riot. The proceedings were opened with 
the assemblage of 10,000 men. The police 
were present in large numbers. They at once 
saw that the Socialistic element of London 
greatly predominated in the crowd, which 
was also managed by* well-known Social­ 
ists. and used extraordinary vigilance to 
preserve peace at all hazards. Conspicuous 
among the leaders of the multitude was 
Burns, who ran as Socialistic candidate in 
Nottingham in the recent election. He 
sneered at the police, and acted generally 
as if ho wished to bring about a conflict 
between the police and tlie people. Finally 
lie ascended the pedestal of the Nelson col­ 
umn for the purpose of delivering a 
harangue. He was well aware that this act 
would not be tolerated, and the police po­ 
litely ordered him to get down. This lie 
refused to do, appealing to the crowd to re­ 
sist interference with popular rights. The 
officers, however, were determined, and 
pushed llieir way through the excited and 
resisting mass and by force removed Burns 
from the pedestal, jly this time the crowd 
liad vastly augmented*, and the streets adja­ 
cent were packed with surging mobs. 
A STRUGGLE WITH THE MOll. 
A stir in the elevated spot where the Burns 
incident took place was easily perceptible 
over almost the entire area covered by the 
concourse, and the sight of the helmets and 
the uniforms in the struggle was accepted 
as visible proof of the commencement of 
the light against the law. The intelligence 
was responded to with a general and fear­ 
ful how! and an attempted rush from all 
directions to the point of interest. Burns 
bad now been removed some distance from 
the position which he had. attempted to oc­ 
cupy, but lie became emboldened by the 
cries of tiie throngs and made a desperate 
effort to recover bis fost ground. He was 
so effectively helped by the mob that the 
officers on the spot were brushed out ot the 
way and the orator was soon pressed up 
against the monument. He quickly re-as­ 
cended the pedestal, accompanied by a 
number of other Socialist leaders. Burns 
bore a red tl-tg and he waved it to the as­ 
semblage as a signal of liis triumph over 
the authorities. He was greeted with deaf­ 
ening shouts, raised again and again. 
Burns now leisurely finished his address, 
after which the police succeeded in driving 
the crowd from the Square. After their 
ejection neither Burns nor any of his col­ 
leagues made anv further at enuits to get 
back. 
• 
TIIE POSSESSION OF THE STREETS. 
They at once left the street, and pro­ 
ceeded to the wall of the National Gallery. 
They mounted this wall, pointed to the 
doors and windows and bitterly denounced 
the inmates. This looked like an attempt 
to set the mob on the building. The mob 
was excited, but not up to the point, of vio­ 
lence yet. Burns and his colleagues, see­ 
ing this, vacated the National Gallery wall 
and proceeded to the Carleton Club, where 
they repeated their tactics. By this time 
the mob was tremendous in numbers and 
verging to desperation. The stories of 
what the police had said and done at the 
Nelson column had been circulated from 
mouth to mcutli, and exaggerated with 
every repetition, until the crowd were con­ 
vinced that tiie authorities hail actually 
dared them to the conflict, and such tire 
as was ready • for ignition, and within 
touching distance was inflamed bv the 
speeches delivered on Carleton Club steps. 
The mob was split up into divisions by the 
¡infice from Talfalgar Square, to get nearer 
the occupants at the chih-houses, and the 
various divisions started off hooting, howl­ 
ing and challenging the authorities. The 
invaded streets were at one.* abandoned to 
the rioters, who, finding themselves no 
longer opposed, vented their ill-will against 
well housed people and against the clubs 
by stoning the dwellings and the club­ 
houses along the way. 
On its way to Hyde Park the front of the 
mob made an effort to enter the War Office, 
but turned away when the sentinel at the 
entrance confronted the intruders with his 
bayonet. Conspicuous among the build­ 
ings attacked by the mob were those occu­ 
pied by tiie Devonshire Club and that occu­ 
pied as a residence by Arnold Morley. the 
newly-appointed Patronage Secretary. The 
police along the route to Hyde Park were 
brushed out of the way by the rioters as so 
many men of straw, and many of the offi­ 
cers were terribly whipped for their inter­ 
ference. 
That part of the Trafalgar Square mob 
which went to Hyde Park was composed 
of the hordes which lmd filled up Cockspur 
street, Pall Mall and St. James street, when 
the Carlton Club was attacked. 
COURSE OF TIIE MOB. 
This long-drawn-out throng bent at Re­ 
gent street, which begins at Pall Mall, 
about hall-way between Nelson’s monu­ 
ment and St. James street, and ntoved 
northward through Regent street to Picca­ 
dilly, a quarter of a mile away, and passing 
around Regent’s Circus went north again 
through Regent street half a mile to Ox­ 
ford Circus. The rioters turned here to the 
left, and went west down Oxford street to 
Hyde Park, three-quarters of a mile. This 
route was undoubtedly chosen by the lead­ 
ers for the purpose of keeping the crowd 
on safe ground, as they would be 
on the north side of the park. If the mob 
bad gone along St. James street to Piea- 
dillv, and thence to Park Lane, it might 
run too near the barracks on the south side 
of the park. It was that part of the ntob, 
which was drawn east through St. James 
street to Regent, that attempted to enter 
the War Office, opposite St. James Square, 
but which was soared away. 
JOHN BRIGHT S OLD HOME INVADED. 
Arnold Morley's residence is in the 
Piccadilly portion of this route. The house 
wqj formerly occupied by John Bright, 
and was well known to many of the mob. 
When the rioters approached the house 
Morley was in. He loudly called for help, 
and a number of policemen for a moment 
stood in the way of the men, but 
finally they were swept aside like chaff, 
and a host of desperate men rushed up 
Morley’s steps, lie had locked and bar­ 
ricaded the door, but it was burst open and 
the house overrun, despite his frantic 
sorcams and protests. Wheu the invaders 
went away they lett scarcely a sound pane 
of glass in the building. A very great 
number of other private houses along the 
mob’s route fared much worse than 'did 
John Bright’s old home. The Devonshire 
Club’s house had been previously attacked 
in St. James street. Tfic attack upon the 
building took ¡dace at the very beginning 
of the riot, and was very savage. 
A BREAK FOR FOOD. 
Hate ett's Hotel is a large, well-known 
hostelry at Nos. 67 and 68 Piccadilly. 
When the mob passed this locality, many 
of the rank and file, who were hungry, 
made a rush for the hotel. They had it 
in their possession in a moment, and 
saeked it of food and drink, and left the 
building badly wrecked. As the men were 
leaving the hotel they saw a carriage 
which was pressed up against the curb by 
the passing procession, and abandoned fo­ 
ils frightened occupants. It was seized, 
and in an instant broken up, and the 
wheel spokes, shafts and other good pieces 
carried away for clubs. The Turf Club's 
house, being in Piccadilly, presented a 
temptation to the rioters as thev passed by, 
and they smashed all its front doors and 
windows with stones. All along Regent 
and Oxford streets, between Piccadilly and 
Hyde Park, houses were attacked indis­ 
criminately, and their windows smashed. 
A FIGHT AMONG THEMSELVES. 
After Burns had been driven away from 
the Nelson monument by the police, and 
had spoken from the National Gallery wall 
and Carleton Club steps, a savage fight took 
place between his adherents, the Socialists, 
and 
the 
anti-Socialists. The battle 
raged for some time, bat the So­ 
cialists 
proved victorious, and lifted 
Burns to their shoulders and bore hint 
aloft to Regent street, where with him they 
succeeded in bending the crowd towards 
Hyde Park. Burns leading the whole way. 
At the park, when the mob had all collect­ 
ed, Bums again addressed them. This 


I speech was even more violent than the 
I others. His mode and language were ex­ 
} citing, and the whole address was calcu-% 
i luted to set the crowd loose upon the town, 
j Burns was followed bv several other Social- 
i tstic speakers, all of whom did all in their 
• jiower to stir up strife. 
MORE VANDALISM. 
When the speaking was over the mob 
broke up into sections. The main bodv 
went back cast along Oxford street again. 
The affrighted residents along this thor­ 
oughfare had not yet recovered front tlieir 
panic, and the mob bad the street to 
themselves. 
They 
smashed 
everv 
sound window they noticed, and the 
wine shops were broken into, and 
contents distributed freely to whoever 
wished to drink. 1 he beer saloons were 
similarly treated. The tailor shops were 
broken into and clothes and rolls of cloth 
thrown out into the street, to be taken by 
those strongest in the fight which resulted. 
C' ery person met who looked like a for­ 
eigner was stoned or beaten from the street. 
Scores of times the policemen attempted to 
save assailed property and make arrests, 
blit were every time beaten and compelled 
to surrender their piisoners, 
IN TRAFALGAR SQUARE. 
In the meantime several thousand row­ 
dies remained in Trafalgar Square, cccu- 
Pying the time in daring the police to 
come, and making rushes at the Con­ 
stables and other obnoxious persons. In 
one of these rushes the mob overthrow twTo 
heavy granite quarters. These fell across 
Charing Cross, and blocked traffic to and 
from the Charing Cross railway station. 
1 tie police made several most desperate 
exertions to clear away the obstruction, but 
were easily resisted every time bv the mob. 
1 he mob held their ground so well at Tra­ 
falgar Square that, until they voluntarily 
abandoned the scene, the entire power of 
the police proved insufficient to clear a way 
to one of the most important railway sta­ 
tions in the world large enough to permit 
even a single carriage line to pass to or 
from the depot. 
THE CROWDS DISPERSE. 
Some time after dark the mob gradually 
left Trafalgar Square, and went awav satis­ 
fied that without having actually collided 
with the police, they had won the day. As 
the ntob dispersed, its sections made havoc 
in the streets until they dwindled away. 
At midnight the police reports eoncuried 
in stating that never before in the present 
generation has such a disturbance occurred 
in London with so little loss of blood. 
Some officials declare that upwards of 50,­ 
000 men must have been rioting fur at 
least six hours, with absolute possession 
of every thoroughfare they chose to in­ 
vade. yet no life reported 
taken. 
Had the police been strong enough to at­ 
tack the mob ai anv point, there might 
have been terrible records of bloodshed, 
but at midnight everything is pretty much 
as it was during the day, and the whole 
thing appears to have been a sort of night­ 
mare. While it lasted the city was thor­ 
oughly excited, but llie mob was essen­ 
tially English. It made a frightful demon­ 
stration, was not resisted, and went to bed 
at tiie usual tinte. According to later esti­ 
mates, 15,000 persons were engaged in the 
Trafalgar Square demonstration, two-tliirds 
ot the crowd being bona-fide unemployed 
workingmen, the remainder Socialists. 
The two sections were not in accord, and 
there were frequent collisions between 
them. 


hom e s e e k e r s. 
N um erous Inquiries Doing Received from 
the Last for C alifornia Lunds, 
Dr. Latham, Secretary of the Northern 
California Immigration Association, is in 
receipt <>i a very large and constantly-in­ 
creasing number of letters daily front all 
parts of the Fast, making inquiries about 
lands and opportunities for engaging in 
various industries in this State. The results 
of the Northern California Citrus Fair are 
already being seen. The people of the 
East have already most ol' them heard of 
the fine citrus exhibit, and accept this as 
satisfactory proof of our winterless climate. 
The numerous letters now coming to hand 
are based upon a recognition of this fact, 
and this will very soon turn to northern' 
California the attention which has hereto­ 
fore been diverted to the southern part of 
the State, under a false impression tiiat it 
was necessarv to go there, in order to se­ 
cure the desirability of climate and soil 
found in citrus-growing regions. 
Among the letters received veslerduy bv 
Dr. Latham was one from Hebron Neb', 
from a capitalist, who says: "i would like 
to find out all I can about California, as 1 
expect to settle somewhere in that State 
soon. 1 have a large family and consider­ 
able means to help ourselves with—some 
$50,000 or $60,000. Wish to buy two or 
three sections of good laud in some place 
w here land is cheap and near good markets 
as can be got. W ould like to settle near 
together as possible." 
Another man at Omaha writes in answer 
to the first of a series of letters which Dr. 
Latham is writing to the Western WorUl, 
published at Chicago, concerning northern 
California. The correspondent compli­ 
ments the article by saying: " With great 
interest I have read your article, and can­ 
not refrain from complimenting you. 
1 hough an entire stranger to you, there is 
something so trust awakening to me and 
nty family in that article that I do not hes­ 
itate for a single moment to put implicit 
faitli in your words, which in the present 
age — begging your pardon a thousand 
times is unwise notion in regard to news­ 
paper articles.” After stating that him­ 
self, wife and five children can all work 
but have not much of this world's goods 
he asks whether it is advisable for him to 
come here, and is ready to do so if they 
can, with bunds and brain, make a living. 
It would be interesting to our readers to 
observe the tone of the various letters, and 
the urgency by which the snow-bound peo­ 
ple at the East seek information of a land 
where snow, blizzards and cyclones do not 
molest or make afraid. The localities rep­ 
resented by letters received in yesterday 
morning’s mail, making these inquiries 
are: I'eoria. 111., Bridgeport,\V. Ya.,'Stella, 
Neb., O’Neill City, Neb., Central City, Neb 
\\ mona. Miss., Ilowelsburg, W. Va‘, Brad­ 
ford, Ky., Niles, Mich., Hooker, Ks., Gray's 
Mills. Fa., Omaha. Neb., Lawrence, Mich., 
Bedford, la., and Columbus, Neb. 
Among the expressions used by writers 
of the letters were the following: "Write 
me in regard to homes in northern Califor­ 
nia, as I can get up a small colony to go 
with me, if suited.” “ I am tired of so 
much cold weather, and am bound to sell 
and go where it is warmer.” “ There are 
about ten families here (Hooker, Ks.) that 
will leave for the West if they can sell 
Most of them will, as there is a big boom to 
this country ; but we have had enough ot 
cold winters on the woodless crairies. I 
wifi have about $2,500 to invest when I 
get to California.” 
•• There are a 
good many here (Nebraska) who intend 
going to a milder climate as soon as they 
can sell out. I was in southern California 
last winter and went as far as Colton. 
I 
like the climate there, but not the country. 
Water was too scarce there. It was a poor 
country for a poor man to start in. How is 
northern California for weak lungs, ca­ 
tarrh. etc.?" “ I am thinking of making mv 
home in your State, and desire reliable in­ 
formation concerning tiie northern part. 
There are several families here (Peoriat 
that will probably go with me.” 
These are samples of the letters and ex­ 
pressions being received daily. There can 
be no doubt that during the present season, 
northern California will receive such atten­ 
tion and investigation by intended settlers 
from the East—many of whom have ample 
means—as never before, and that a steady 
inflow of desirable settlers will follow.

THE YOLO MURDER. 


TESTIMONY OF EYE WITNESSES TO 
THE SHOOTING. 


P u b lic K eeling in W o o d la n d V ery 
M u c h D iv id ed —R e su lt o f th e 
C o ro n er’s .Jury.

T he killing of Everett L. Craft by J. H . 
H arlan, in W oodland, on Sunday, created 
a great excitem ent in that town. 
B oth 
were well know n, well connected, and had 
hosts of friends. Sentim ent is very m uch 
divided, about h a lf believing it was a cold­ 
blooded, prem editated, dastardly m urder, 
th e other that th e m urderer was justified in 
slaying the traducer of th e character of his 
daughter, and th at young Craft deserved 
his sad fate. 
All day yesterday crowds of 
people called at the B yrn's Hotel to view 
the scene of the tragedy, see the m arks of 
the bullets on the walls an d through the 
window -panes, hear the detailed accounts 
of eye-witnesses, and tlie statem ents of 
those w ho alw ays say, “ Ju st w hat I ex­ 
pected,’’ “ I told you so,” etc. T he entire 
town seems to be cem pletely paralyzed by 
the sad and tragic occurrence, business of 
all kinds was yesterday neglected, and it 
was the only topic of conversation. 
Craft’s 
m other and sister arrived in W oodland on 
the noon train, w ent im m ediately from the 
d e p o tto their hom e, where the m urdered 
son ami brother was laid out in death. 
T he scene when the m other beheld th e 
body of the deceased was sim ply indescrib­ 
able. 
T he shooting occurred just about as 
stated in the 
Bkcokd-F.nÍon 
yesterday 
m orning. Mr. H arlan was yesterday found 
seated in the office of the Sheriff. 
The 
representative of the B ecord-U m on was 
introduced to Mr. H arlan by Judge Ball, 
one of H arlan’s attorneys, and was politely 
given to understand that no interview 
could be obtained. 
T he defendant has retained as counsel 
Messrs. Baker. Craig, Ball an d G rant, of 
W oodland. 
T he deceased m an ’s friends— 
and their nam e seems to he legion—have 
expressed a determ ination to em ploy able 
counsel to assist D istrict A ttorney Sprague, 
and it is understood will engage G eneral 
A. L. H art of this city. 
Mrs. Sill, form erly Miss V ictorine H ar­ 
lan. w ho is the innocent cause of this la- 
lnentable tragedy, is well know n in Sacra­ 
m ento. She is 2s years of age, rath er tall, ¡ 
eyes and hair a dark brow n. She is accom­ 
plished, finely educated, and described as 
being a brillian t conversationalist, and for 
m any years has been styled the belle of 
Yolo. 
The tragedy has com pletely pros­ 
trated her. 
lle r husband, F. J. Sill, is one 
o f W oodland’s m ost respected c.tizens, a 
well-to-do m erchant, a tall, slightly-built 
blonde. 
' 
A t tlie tim e o f th e shooting o f young 
Craft by H arlan, F rank Barnes, the latter's 
brother-in-law , stood by his side w ith a 
draw n pistol, apparently ready to finish 
the bloody work com m enced by H arlan if 
th e latter failed. 
Joseph H arlan, the slayer, is one o f the 
best-know n citizens o f Yolo county, and 
the very last m an th at w ould be thought of 
to engage in such bloody w ork. 
H e is (¡5 
years of age, tall, a m an of a large and 
well developed fram e. 
H e lias resided in 
Yolo county for a quarter of a century, and 
has large and valuable landed interests 
about five m iles southw est of W oodland. 
H e has reared a fam ily o f six children, two 
o f w hom , including Mrs. Bill, are m arried, 
and has amassed a fortune estim ated to be 
over h alf a m illion. 
H e is quite popular 
w ith ail who know him , and represented 
Yolo and Solano counties in the Senate in 
lsT Sand ls>2. 
T his is -aid to be the first 
difficulty he ever had in his life. 
T he m urdered m an was th e only son of 
D. L. Craft, who has resided in W oodland 
for m any years, engaged in contracting and 
bricklaying. T he deceased, w ell-know n in 
this city, where at the tim e of his death he 
was em ployed by the firm of Sullivan & 
llavekes on Second street, was of dark 
com plexion, five feet n in e inches in bight, 
and weighed about 105 pounds. 
H e .had 
alw ays borne an 
excellent nam e. 
On 
W ednesday last he asked for and obtained 
perm ission to carry a pistol. 
H e had been 
Keeping com pany w ith Miss H arlan for 
m any years: in fact, th ey had been keep­ 
ing com pany since childhood, and had 
been ever regarded by their friends, until 
quite recently, as lovers. 
In another colum n will be found a series 
of resolutions passed by the U ndine Boat 
Club of this city of w hich the deceased was 
a m em ber. 
They are highly eulogistic of 
Mr. Craft, and,hear testim ony to his m anly 
qualities. 
THE INqUEST. 
A t 10 a. m. yesterday Coroner Krellen- 
herg im paneled a ju ry to inquire into the 
cause ot the death o f E. L. Craft. 
T he 
ju ry consisted of the follow ing well-know n 
citizens of W oodland: W . G. H unt, W . F. 
Mock, W ash. B row n, G. W. Bentley, J. M. 
G aroutte, A. L. Boggs, Jesse ('lark. C. M. 
H iddleson, 11. Comfort and W ash. Lam ­ 
bert. 
Noah Meyers, the first witness called, said 
he was in the office of the B yrna Hotel 
w hen the shooting took place. 
H e sa w J. 
II. H arlan come in at the front door. 
As 
soon as lie stepped inside he turned around 
and began shooting. 
In answ er to a question from D istrict 
A ttorney Sprague, witness said lie only saw 
the first and last shots fired. 
Judge Ball here asked the Coroner if this 
was an exam ination by the Coroner or the 
D istrict A ttorney. 
Mr. Sprague retorted that as District A t­ 
torney of tb eco u n ty lie had a rig h t to assist 
the Coroner. 
Judge Ball—T hen if you are going to 
take a hand in this m atter I ask the privi­ 
lege of appearing also. 
Mr. Sprague—I will have nothing m ore 
to say in the case. 
Let the Coroner pro ­ 
ceed. 
Coroner K rellenberg claimed the rig h t to 
ask th e aid of the District A ttorney, and 
said if Mr. Ball desired to take part in the 
proceedings he could do so. 
Mr. Mvcrs continued: Craft was on the 
bootblack stand to the left of the door. 
Did not hear any words spoken. 
Dr. Boss testified : I assisted Dr. Macfar- 
land in a post m ortem exam ination on 
Sunday, on th e body c f E. L. Craft. 
On in ­ 
spection of the body, found a large wound 
in the inner corner of the right orbit of the 
eye. considerably pow der m arked. 
T he 
ball pierced straight through the brain, on 
a level w ith the ears; found the ball in the 
scalp at back o f head; the skull was frac­ 
tured. 
A nother w ound on the rig h t side 
penetrated th e abdom en, betw een the n in th 
and tenth rib s : it ranged obliquelv up­ 
ward, passing through the liver, and en­ 
tered the cavity of the chest; 
passed 
through the apex of the heart, injuring the 
right ventricle; then passed through the 
wall ot the lett chest, and lodged near the 
left nipple. 
A nother wound was in th e' 
back, about 31 inches from the spine, to 
the right, nearly level with the last wound; 
bullet penetrated the skin, hut did not en­ 
ter the body. 
No other w ounds on the 
body. 
T wo of the three shots were neces­ 
sarily fa ta l; the wound in the back being 
trivial. 
I was not present at the sh ooting; 
was at m y office and heard som e shots 
fired ; heard four shots ; office across street 
from hotel in rear of d ru g sto re ; th in k ap­ 
parent age o f deceased about 30 years ; be­ 
lieve he m akes Sacram ento4 iis h om e; his 
parents reside in W oodland. 
Jo h n Grinello, porter at the Bynis. testi­ 
fied th at lie was w orking on Sant Pende- 
gast’s boots when Craft cam e in and got 
upon the stand, saying " Good m orning. 
Sam ,” and began talking. Ju st as 1 was 
about thiotigh w ith Sam I heard a sh o t; 
straightened u p : the second shot passed 
close to m y ear: saw Craft and I’endegast 
jum p from the stand, Craft going towards 
th e saloon d o o r; stepped back behind H ar­ 
lan and saw him shooting at C raft; Craft 
was trying to get his pistol o u t; saw him 
shoot once and then fa ll; Mr. H arlan 
walked up and deliberately shot Craft over 
the eye; ne then w alked out, his brother- 
in-law by his sid e ; th e latter had a pistol 
ia his hand : both had revolvers in their 
hands. (The brother-in-law referred to was 
F ran k J. Barnes.) 
M r. Ball here desired to ask a question 
and th e District A ttorney objected. 
Mr. Ball wished to ask tlie witness who 
Craft shot at. 
T he Coroner tried to quell 
the rising storm between th e two attorneys, 
who indulged in considerable sharp spar­ 
ring. 
Mr. H u n t asked who Craft shot at. 
T he 
shot was tow ards 
H arlan; 
suppose he 
shot 
at 
him . 
Craft 
shot 
betw een 
th e th ird and fourth 
shots; Craft did 
not live m ore th an five m inutes. 
N ot a 
w ord was spoken; saw H arlan w alk up to 
w here he was lying and shoot; m y back 
was to the door w hen H arlan ram e'in. 
Ira R. Doolittle testified: 
K now Craft: 
did n ot see either party u n til after the first 
shot; was near th e end of th e counter read­ 
ing a paper, saw Craft ju n tp fro m the stand 
ing be’ ' * 
” _

% 
shot H arlan fired Craft fell, and never 


passing behind Pendegast; H arlan was fol­ 
low ing close to him an d tiring; th e fourth 


m oved after, only to gasp. 
1 saw C raft’s 
pistol in his hand w hen he fell; th in k lie 
fired at H arlan, as there is a bullet hole in 
the window; after Craft fell H arlan went 
to him and fired again; he then turned and 
w alked out; not a word was spoken bv 
either. 
J 
W allace B. Pond testified: 
W as not 
present at the shooting; was at m y drug 
store; know nothing bu t from hearsay. 
Mr. Ball desired to ask the witness ques­ 
tions tending to show th e cause o f the 
hom icide, and suited that he w ould prove 
a justification, and claim ed th at he liaii the 
right to do so. 
In answ er to questions by Ball, w itness 
said : 
1 had tw o conversations w ith Mr. 
C ra ft; th e first was on Tuesday, soon after 
th e arrival of the Sacram ento train, at the 
parlor of the B yrn’s H o te l: Mr. Craft asked 
m e if 1 was surprised at th e m arriage of S. 
J. Sill and Miss H arlan ; said 1 was, as I 
only heard ot it on the day o f th e m arriage, 
about 11 a . m . 
H e told m e th at at the 
tim e of th e opera o f the “ Bells of Com e- 
ville, 
Miss H arlan was enceinte about two 
m o n th s; th at she charged him (Croft) with 
being the father of the child and asked him 
to help her out of the difficulty. 
H e tried 
several 
physicians 
in Sacram ento, but 
could get no one to help him . 
T hat finally 
M iss H arlan w ent to Santa Cruz and re­ 
m ained so m e tim e : on h er return he m et 
h er in San Francisco, and went w ith her to 
a physician and stood over her and helped I 
th e doctor perform an operation. 
H e said ' 
now that she had m arried Sill, lie believed | 
th at Sill was the father of the child, ! 
and he was going to Sill and his wife ' 
an d get a w ritten exoneration th at he (Craft) I 
w as not the father o f the child. 
I tried to ! 
persuade him not to do an ything of th e ! 
Kind, advising him th at, only harm could j 
come from 
it. 
1 left and w ent to the 
store. 
Shortly afterw ard he cam e 
in ' 
an d saitl 
M r. Sill was in Spaulding’s 
store, and asked m e to tell him ta m eet 
him at the parlor o f the B ryn's H otel. 
I 
said 
I did 
not w ant to tell 
him.- 
Craft insisted and said he m ust see Sill I 
anyw ay. 
I started out to tell Sill, hut ‘ 
before I found him learned th at Sill liad m et j 
Craft. - Craft told m e at the B yrn’s H otel ! 
th at he had letters to prove all that lie | 
stated. 
T he n e x t interview was W ed n e s-i 
day evening, as I was starting to supper, I 
about 6 o’clock. 
H e said lie was justified i 
in going out in th e street and shooting Sill | 
dow n like a d o g : that his friends advised 
him to do it, and were surprised th at he 1 
did not do it; th at he had m oney and in- j 
tluence back of him , so th at no harm would 
come to him if he did d o it. 
H e sa id : “ I 
haven’t done i t : but if t h a t --------------------- 
(referring to Mrs. Sill) d o n 't m ake an ex­ 
oneration of m e soon I w ill”—and here he 
m ade a m otion as if to draw a pistol. H ere 
ended the conversation, except that I a d ­ 
vised him to retu rn to Sacram ento and try 
to forget everything. 
I had no conversa­ 
tion w ith H arlan. 
I supposed his rem arks 
had reference to Mrs. Sill. 
Craft was ap­ 
parently a suitor for Miss H arlan. Craft 
told tue lie had proposed m arriage to Miss 
H arlan and had been rejected. 
A t the 
B yrn’s H otel interview he told me th a t he 
had w ritten to her th at she m ust m arrv 
him by a certain day or take the conse­ 
quences. 
H e did no t say that lie would 
shoot Mr. or Mrs. Sill. 
I w anted to get 
som e clue by w hich he could he hound 
over to keep the peace. 
I was m uch 
alarm ed about tfie safety of Mr. and Mrs. 
Sill. 
Noon recess. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
T. S. Spaulding, the next witness, is a 
W oodland m erchant, and a relative of the 
H arlans. 
H e s a id : 
1 was not present at 
the shooting. 
Judge Ball here asked a question of the 
witness, w hen the D istrict A ttorney inter­ 
posed an objection, saying, " 1 thought we 
had agreed to confine all th e interrogations 
ot the witnesses to the C oroner and ju ry ­ 
m en ?” 
" 
T he Coroner, addressing th e ju ry , said : 
“ G entlem en, this m an know s nothing of 
the -hooting, except hearsay. A ll he know s 
is certain facts leading up to the hom icide. 
Do you w ish to hear him detail those 
facts ?” 
Judge B all said he w ished the investiga­ 
tion to inquire into all the circum stances 
attending the death of Mr. Craft. T h e cir­ 
cumstance:- leading to the hom icide should 
be show n the ju ry . 
If they wish to hear 
w hat this w itness know s of those facts, 
let them decide by a vote. 
T he D istrict A ttorney said only the cir­ 
cumstances attending the death, and not as 
to th e justification ot th e hotnici ie. was ad­ 
m issible. 
A fter lengthy argum ents by counsel as 
to the adm issibility of the evidence, the 
ju ry said they w ould lik e to hear it all. and 
the w itness was instructed by the Coroner 
to proceed. 
Mr. Spaulding then said: 1 had a con­ 
versation w ith Mr. Craft on tlie Tuesday 
after the m arriage. 
I was in Sacram entó. 
Mr. Craft approached m e and said : ‘‘Steve 
and Vic. are m arried.” 
I said, ‘‘ Yes.” H e 
said : “ I am going to W oodland on the 
11:15 train. 
D on’t you know that Yic. 
H arlan had a child, and th at I was the 
father of th at child ?” 
I said, “ No.” 
H e 
said: “ D on’t you never give it aw ay o r I 
will kill you.” 
I said, “ W hat do you 
m ean?" 
H e replied : “ Oh, I d o n ’t mean 
t h a t; but. upon your honor as a gentle­ 
m an, don't you never give m e aw ay.” 
T hen h eslandered Miss H arlan's character. 
D istrict A ttorney—W ell, tell m e w hat he 
said. 
W itness—W ell, 
he told m e she was 
a 
, and called h er m any vile nam es— 
everything, in fact, th at he could say detri­ 
m ental to a lady's chastity and character, 
lie said revenge was very sweet, and lie 
w ould have it. 
Said lie w anted to talk to 
m e, for he thought som e one would get 
killed w hen he got over there. Som ebody, 
h e said, m ust die, and lie did n ot know 
w ho it w ould be. 
" T h e re will be lives 
lost and bloodshed w hen I get to W ood­ 
land. 
I am going to carry m y points, if I 
have to sacrifice lives and honor.” 
lie 
told m e he had the docum ent w hich he 
w ished Mrs. Sill to sign, and would give 
her till Sunday to do so, an d “ if she d o n 't 
sign i t ”— 
he then 
pu t 
both 
hands 
hack of him and exhibited pistols. 
H e 
left th at subject then and threatened ttie life 
of Louis H ollingsw orth. 
" I carry letters 
here,” he said,hitting his pocket. “ T hey are 
documentary«evidence w orth $20,000 to m e.” 
I never heard a m an talk about a lady in 
such a vile m anner as he did, in m y life. 
H e was not d runk. 
It was early in the 
day. 
A portion of the conversation was 
on th e train w hile we were en route to 
W oodland. H e was very m ad. I told him 
I should never speak about the child u n ­ 
less I was compelled to. 
T he first of the 
conversation took place in front of Sullivan 


& Ravekes’ store in Sacram ento, w here he 
was em [iloyed. 
Dr. G. H . Jackson said th at ju st before 
Miss H arlan left for a trip to Santa Cruz I 
treated h er as a physician. 
Miss H arlan 
cam e to see m e suffering from a very bad 
cold. 
Prescribed for her. 
It was during 
th e tim e they were rehearsing for an opera. 
She called at m y office several tim e. W Wle 
taking m edicine she had a m onthly sick­ 
ness. 
T his I understood from herself, and 
also from her m otner. 
She went to Santa 
Cruz soon after that. 
S. J . Sill, th e son-in-law of J. If. H arlan, 
was the n ext witness.

Mr, H ollingsw orth 
then w ithdrew from th e room . 
W e sat 
down, I on the piano stool, he in a chair 
n earb y . 
H e had on a Prince A lbert coat, 
unbuttoned it, and put his hand hack of 
him w hen he sat dow n. 
H e said: “ Do 
you know th at your wife gave birth to*a 
four-m onths’ child last A ugust?” 
I re­ 
plied : " No, sir; I know that she did not.” 
lie said : " I have a story I w ant to tell 
you. and I w ant you to listen to it.” 
H e 
then asked n ie if l rem em bered the tim e 
th at Mr. H arlan’s people and m yself cam e 
from Santa Cruz to San Francisco. 
H e 
said : " I took Miss H arlan, your present 
wife, during th at tim e w hen she was in San 
Francisco, and had an abortion perform ed 
upon her. She cam e hom e the next day. 
and in a few days after th at gave birth to*a 
four-m onths' child at her hom e.” 
lie said 
she claim ed he (Craft) was the father of 
th at child, but, as she had m arried m e. it 
w ent to prove th at he was not, and he said 
he dem anded o f m e and m y wife a 
[taper or docum ent 
exonerating h im . 
H e also dem anded to see m y wife, saving 
he would give m e u n til Sum ía %• (that"w as 
yesterday) to furnish him w ith the docu­ 
m ent dem anded. 
H e would give u ntil 
th at evening. F ebruary 2d. to give him an 
answ er w hether we would give him the 
docum ent asked for. 
If we did not give it 
to him . he w ould blacken our characters 
u n til we could not w alk dow n the streets 
of W oodland, and hold up our heads. 
H e 
w ould m ake us so afraid of him that we 
dare not appear upon the streets. 
Tiie first 
th a t I knew of Mr. H arlan ’s becom ing 
acquainted w ith these facts was last T h u rs­ 
day evening, w hen I drove out to his 
house, and. in an interview , told him all 
the facts—th e sam e as I have detailed them 
to this ju ry . Craft did not show m e any docu­ 
m ent he wished signed. 
W hen he arose 
from his seat, after the interview , he th ru st 


his hand hack to his hip-pocket, and said, 
“ I f you d o n 't give m e those papers, I will 
m ake y o n !” 
T his closed the testim ony, and at 3:15 p. 
m. the ju ry retired. 
In about tw enty m in ­ 
utes they returned w ith the following ver­ 
dict : “ We. the jurors sum m oned to appear 
before P. K rellenberg, the Coroner of Yolo 
county, at W oodland, on the Sth day of 
F ebruary, lsst), to inquire into the cause of 
th e death of E. L. Craft, having been duly 
sworn according to law. and having m ade 
such inquisition, after inspecting the body 
and hearing the testim ony adduced, upon 
our oaths each and all do say : T h at we 
find the deceased was nam ed E. L. Craft, 
was a native of California aged about 30 
years ; th at he cam e to his death from gu n ­ 
shot w ounds fired from a pistol in the 
hands of J. II. H arlan, at the B y rn ’s H o­ 
tel, in the town of W oodland, on the sev­ 
enth day of F ebruary, A. D. 1SS0, about 2 
o’clock p . M.”
